RULES 

New Delhi, the 30 th December, 1972 

No. 4/6/!2-AIS(lV ) — The rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in 1973 for selection of Released Emergency Commissioned 
Officers/Short Service Commissioned Officers who were com- 
missioned in the Armed Forces a-fter 1st November, 1962 but 
before 10th January, 1968 or who had joined any pre-Com- 
mission training before the latter date, but who were commis- 
sioned on or after that date for the purpose of filling 
vacancies reserved for them in the Indian Forest Service are 
published for general information in pursuance of the pro- 
vision contained in rule 7(A) of the Indian Forest Service 
(Recruitment) Rules, 1966. The provisions of the aforesaid 
lule cease ‘to be in force on and from the 29th January, 
1974, unless extended by Government. 

2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. 

Reservations will be made for candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in respect of 
vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order, 
1950, the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Part C States; 
Order, 195U the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950, 
and the' Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) . (Part C States) 
Order, 1951, as amended by the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes Lists Modification) Order, 1956 read with 
the Bombay Reorganisation Act, 1960, and the Punjab Re- 
Organisation Act, 1966; the Constitution (Jammu and 
Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order 1956, the Constitution 
(Andaman and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 
1959, the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled 
Castes Order, 1962, the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962, the Constitution (Pon- 
dicherry) Scheduled Castes Order, 1964, the Constitution 
(Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar Pradesh) Order, i967, the Con- 
stitution (Goa, Daman and Diu) Scheduled Castes Order, 
1968, the Constitution (Goa, Daman and Diu) Scheduled 
Tribes Order, 1968 and the Constitution (Nagaland) Schedu- 
led Tribes Order, 1970. 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix, 
il to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examination 
will be held shall be fixed by the Commission, 

4. Subject to the provisions of these rules, the following 

categories of eme regency Commissioned and Short Service 
Commissioned Officers who were commissioned in the Armed 
Forces after 1st November 1962, but before the 10th January 
1968, or who had joined any pre-Commission training before 
the later date but who were commissioned on or after that 
date, will b e eligible to appear at this examination, 

(i) officers who have been released during 1971 and 
1972 prior to the dale of this Notification or are 
due to be released thereafter till the end of 


(ii) officers mentioned in Rule 9 to the extent and in- 
accordance with the provisions of that rule. 

Note L— For the purpose of these Rules, ‘release’ means : 

(i) release as per the scheduled year of release, 

(ii) invalidment owing to disability attributable to or 
aggravated by military service from the Armed 
Forces after a spell of service, and not during or 
at the end of training, or during or at the end of 
Short Service Commission granted to cover the 
period of such training prior to being taken in actual 
service, nor does it cover cases of officers released 
on account of misconduct, or inefficiency or at 
their own request. 


Note 2 — The expression “scheduled year of release” 
means : — 

(i) in so far as it relates to the Emergency Commis- 
sioned Officers the year in which they are due for 
release in accordance with the phased * programme 
approx ed by the Government of India in the Minis- 
try of Defence; and 

(ii) in so far as it relates to the Short Service Com- 
missioned Officers, the year in which their normal 
tenure of 3 or 5 years as the case may be as Short 
Service Commissioned Officers is to expire. 

Note 3. — The candidature of a person shall be cancelled, 
if after submitting his application, he is granted permanent 
Commission in the Armed Forces, or he resigns from the 
Armed Forces, or he is released therefrom on account of 
misconduct, inefficiency or at his own request. 

Note 4. — Engineers and Doctors employed under the Cen- 
tral Government or State Governments or Government owned 
industrial undertaking who are required to -serve in the 
Armed Forces for a minimum prescribed period under the 
Compulsory Liability Scheme and who are granted Short 
Service Commission under the relevant rules during the period 
of such service will not be eligible for admission to this 
examination. 

Note 5. — Officers belonging to the Volunteer Reserve 
Forces of the Armed Forces and called upon for temporary 
service will not be eligible for ^ admission to this examina- 
tion. 

5. A candidate must be either — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India* 
before the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of 
permanently settling in India, or 

(t) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka (formerly known as 
Ceylon) and the East African countries of Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania 
(formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) with the inten- 
tion of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), 
(d). (e) and (f) above shall be a person in whose 
favour a certificate of eligibility has been issued by 
the Government of India. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary certi- 
ficate being given to him by the Government. 

6. (a) A candidate must not have attained the age of 24 
years on the 1st July of the year in which he joined the pre- 
commission trainine in the Armed Forces or got the Com- 
mission (where there was only post Commission training). 

fb) The age limit prescribed above will be relaxable : — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide displaced person from erstwhile East 
Pakistan and had migrated to India on or after 1st 
January 1964 but before 25th March, 1971; 

(in) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide displaced person rom erstwhile 
East Pakistan and had migrated to Tndia on or after 
1st January, 1964 but before 25th March, 1971; 

(iv) up to a maximum of three years ‘if a candidate is 
a resident of the Union Territory of Pondicherry 
and has received education through the medium of 
French at some stage; 
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(v) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Sri Lanka 
(formerly known as Ceylon) and has migrated to 
India on or after 1st November. 1964, under the 
indo-Ceylon Agreement of October, 1964; 

(vi) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and 
is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Sri Lanka (formerly known as Ceylon) and has mig- 
rated to India on or after 1st November, 1964, under 
the lndo-Ccylon Agreement of October, 1964; 

(,vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
resident ot the Union Territory of Goa, Daman 
and Diu; 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda or the United Republic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(ix) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 
1963; 

(x) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June. 1963; 

(xi) up to a maximum of three years in the case of de- 
fence services personnel disabled in operations dur- 
ing hostilities with any foreign country or in a dis- 
turbed area and released as a consequence thereof; 

(xii) up to a j maximum of eight years in the case of de- 
fence services personnel disabled in operation dur- 
ing hostilities with any foreign country or in a 'dis- 
turbed area and released as a consequence thereof, 
who belong to the Scheduled Castes and the Sche- 
duled Tribes; 

(xiii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate who 
joined the pre-Commission training in the Armed 
Forces or got the Commission (where there was 
only post-Commission training), in 1963, is a bona 
fide displaced person from Pakistan; 

(xiv) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate who 
joined the pre-Commission training in the Armed 
Forces or got the Commission (where there was 
only post-Commission training), in 1963, belongs 
to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and is 
also a bona fide displaced person from Pakistan; 

(xv) up to a maximum of four years if a candidate, who 
joined the pre-Commission training in the Armed 
Forces or got the Commission (where there was 
only post-Commission training), in 1963 or 1964 
or 1965, is a resident of the Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands; and 

(xvi) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate, who 
joined the p e-Commission training in the Armed 
Forces or got the Commission < where there was 
only post-Commission training), in 1963 or 1964 
or 1965, is an Indian citizen and is a repatriate 
from Shriv Lanka (formerly known as ceylon). 

(c) The Freedom Fighters of Goa, Daman and Diu who 
were not employees of the Portuguese Government of Goa, 
Daman and Diu and participated in the liberation ’struggle 
and suffered as a consequence thereof, imprisonment or de- 
tention for not less than six months under former Portu- 
guese Administration, will be permitted to appear at the exa- 
mination provided they have not attained the age of 25 years 
on 1-1-1972. 

Note: — Candidates claiming age concession under rule 
6(c) above will not be entitled to the age con- 
cessions allowed under rule 6(b) above. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE. THE AGE OMITS PRE- 
SCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED 

7. No candidate shall be permitted to compete more than 
two times at the examination, the restriction being effective 
from the examination held in 1968. 


8. A candidate must take the examinations held in the 
year of his release and in the year following the ye&r of 
his release, as his first and second chances respectively. 

9. Notwithstanding anything contained in Rule 8 — 

(i) a candidate released during 1971 may take the 
examination to be held in 1973. as his second 
chance; 

(ii) a candidate invalided owing to a disability attribut- 
able to or aggravated by milijary service, during 
1970 after the closing date prescribed for receipt 
of applications for the 1970 examination may take 
the examination to be held in 1973. as his second 
chance; 

(iii) a candidate invalid owing to a disability attri- 
butable to or aggravated by military service, during 
1972, after the closing date prescribed for receipt 
of applications for the 1972 examination may take- 
the examination to be held in 1973. as his first ‘ 
chance; 

( iv ) an EC/SSC Officer who joined the pre-commission 
training in the Armed Forces before 10-1-68 but 
was commissioned on or after 10-1-68 may take 
the examination to be held in 1973, subject to the 
conditions indicated below : — 

(a) as his first chance if released during 1971 or 
1972. 

(b) as his first chance, if invalided owing to a 
disability attributable to or aggravated by 
military service during 1970 after the closing 
date prescribed for receipt of applications for 
the 1970 examination. 

(c) as his second chance, if released during 1970 . 

Note I. — The provisions contained in clause (ii) and 
clause (iv)(b) above will not apply to candidates who were 
due for release in 1970. 

Note II. — The provision contained in clause (iii) above 
will not apply to candidates who were due for release in 
1972. 

Note III. — Candidates who in terms of the provisions of 
this rule are eligible to take their second chance in 1974, may 
avail of the same, if the provisions, of the Rules referred 
to in rule 1 of these Rules ar e extended by Government be- 
yond the 28th January 1974. 

10. A candidate must hold a Bachelor’s degree with at 
least one of the subjects namely. Botany, Chemistry. Geology, 
Physics and Zoology or a Bachelor’s degree in Agriculture, 
or in Engineering of any of the Universities enumerated in 
Appendix I or must possess any of the qualifications men- 
loned in Appendix 1-A subject to the condition stipulated 
therein. 

Note I. — A candidate who has appeared at an examina- 
tion the passing of which would render him eligible to ap- 
pear at this examination but has not been informed of the 
result may apply for admission to the examination. A can- 
didate who intends to appear at such 
tion may also apply provided the 

is completed before the commencement of this examination. 
Such candidates will be admitted to the examination if other- 
wise eligible, but the admission would be deemed to be pro- 
visional and subject to cancellation if they do not produce 
proof of having passed the examination, as ’soon as possible 
and, in any case not later than two months after the com- 
mencement of this examination. 

Note II. — In exceptional cases the Union Public Service 
Commission may treat a candidate, who has not any of ^ the 
foregoing qualifications, as a qualified candidate provided 
that he has passed examinations conducted by other institu- 
tions, the standard of which in the opinion of the Com- 
mission, justifies his admission to the examination. 

Note III. — A candidate who is otherwise qualified but 
who has taken a degree from a foreign university which is 
not included in Appendix T, may also apply to the Com- 
mission and may be admitted to the examination at the dis- 
cretion of the Commission. 
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11. A candidate serving in the armed forces must submit 
his application for this examination to the Officer Command- 
ing his^imit who will forward it to the Union Public Service 
Commission, A candidate who h, himself the Officer Com- 
manding his Unit must submit his application through his 
next superior officer. 

All other candidates in Government Service, whether in a 
permanent or a temporary capacity or as work-charged em- 
ployees other than N casual or daily-rated employees, must 
obtain prior permission of the head of the Department to 
appear for the examination. * 

12. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examina- 
tion shall be final. 

13. No candidate will be admitted to the examination un- 
less he holds a certificate of admission from the Commis- 
sion. 

14. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission. 


21. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Sendee. 

22. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. A candi- 
date who after such medical examination as Government or 
the appointing authority, as the case may be, may prescribe 
is found not to satisfy these requirements, will not be appoint- 
ed. Any candidate called for the viva voce by the Commis- 
sion may be required to undergo medical examination. 

Note. — In order to prevent disappointment candidates are 
advised to have themselves examined by a Government Medi- 
cal Officer of the standing of a Civil Surgeon, before applying 
for admission to the examination. Particulars of the nature of 
the medical test to which candidates will be subjected before 
appointment and of the standards required are given in 
Appendix IV to these Rules. For the disabled ex-Defence 
Services personnel the standards will be relaxed consistent 
with the requirements of the Service. 


15. A candidate who is or has been declared by the 
Commission guilty of impersonation or of submitting laori- 
cated document or documents which have been tampered with 
o»r of making statements which are incorrect or false or of 
suppressing material information or of using or attempting 
to use unfair means in the examination hall or of mis- 
behaviour in the examination hall or otherwise resorting to 
any other irregular or improper means, for obtaining admission 
to the examination may, in addition to rendering himself 
liable to a criminal prosecution : — 

(a) be debarred either permanently or for a specified 
period : — 

(i) by the Commission from admission ^ to any 
examination or appearance at any inteiview 
held by the Commission for selection of candi- 
dates; and 

(ii) by the Central Government from employment 
under the Government. 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appro- 
priate’ Rules, if he is already in service under 
Government. 

16. Candidates who obtain such minimum qualifying 
marks in the written examination as may be fixed by the 
Commission in their discretion shall be summoned by them 
for the viva voce . 

17. A candidate who, on the results of the written part of 
the examination, qualifies for the Viva Voce will be separately 
asked by the Cabinet Secretariat (Department of Personnel) 
to communicate to them the order of preferences in* which 
he would like to be considered for allotment to various States. 


Attention is particularly invited to the condition of medical 
fitness involving a walking test of 25 Kilometres in 4 hours. 

23. No person 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living or 

(b) who, having a soouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to service. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other ^rounds for so doing, exempt anv person 
from the operation of this rule. 

24. Candidates are informed that some knowledge of Hindi 
prior to entry into Service would be of advantage in passing 
departmental examinations which candidates have to take 
after entry into Service. 

25. Brief particulars relating to the Service to which 
recruitment is being made through this examination are given 
in Appendix HI.

7. If a candidate’s handwriting is not easily legible, a 
deduction will be made on this account from the total marks 
otherwise accruing to him. 

8. Marks will not be allotted for mere superficial know- 
ledge. 

9. Credit will be given for orderly, effective, and exact, ex- 
pression combined ^ith due economy of words in all subjects 
of the examination. 

SCHEDULE 

( Vide para 3 of Appendix IT) 

Part A 

The standard of papers will be such as may be expected of 
a Science /Engineering graduate of an Indian University. 

( 1 ) General English 

Candidates will be required to write an essay in English. 
Other questions will be designed to test their understanding 
of English and workmanlike use of words. Passages will 
usually be set for summary or precis. 

(2) General Knowledge 

General Knowledge 'including knowledge of current events 
and of such matters of every day observation and experience 
in their scientific aspects as may be expected of an educated 
person who has not made a special studv of any scientific 
subject. The paper will also include questions on History of 
India and Geography of a nature which candidates- should be 
able to answer without special study. 

Part B 

Viva vore : The candidates will be examined by a- Board 
who will have before them a record of the career of each 
candidate, including -service in the Armed Forces The candi- 
date will be asked questions on matters of general interest 
and his subjects of academic study, as also on bis experience 
in the A r med Forces. The object of the Viva voce is an 
assessment of the suitability of the candidate for the Service 
by a Board of competent and unbiased observers, 

2. The technique of the Viva voce is not that of a strict 
cross examination, but of a natural, though directed and pur- 
posive conversation, intended to reveal the mental qualities 
of the candidate, e.g., the intellectual curiosity, critical powers 
of observation and assimilation, balance of judgement, and 
alertness of mijid; initiative, tact capacity- for leadership; the 
ability for social cohesion; mental and physical energy and 
powers of practical application; integrit\ of character: and 
other qualities such as topographical seme,' love for out-door 
life and the desire to explore unknown and out of way places. 

APPENDIX III , 

(Vide Rule 25) 

The Appendix briefly describes the conditions of service as 
applicable to candidates recruited through the regular Indian 
Forest Service Examination. The seniority and pay of the 
candidates who may be appointed on the results of this exa- 
mination would be -regulated in accordance with the special 
orders issued by the Government in this behalf. 

(a) Appointments will be made on probation for a period 
of three years which may be extended. Successful candidates 
will be required to undergo probation at such place and in 
such manner and pass such examinations during the period 
of probation as the Government of India may determine. 

(b) If, in the opinion of Government the work or con- 
duct of an officer on probation is unsatisfactory or shows that 
he is unlike! v to become efficient Government may discharge 
him forthwith. 

(c) On the conclusion of his period of probation. Govern- 
ment mav confirm the officer in his appointment or, if his 
work or conduct has in the opinion of Government been un- 
satisfactory Government may either discharge him from the 
Service or may extend his period of probation for such fur- 
ther period as Government may think fit. 
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(dVJf the power to make appointments in the Service is 
delegated by Government to any officer that officer may 
exercise any of the powers of Government under clauses (b) 
and (c) above. 

(c) An officer belonging to the Indian Forest Service will 
be liable to serve anywhere in India or abroad either under 
the Central Government or under a State Government,

(i) Medical Attendance, — Officers of the Indian Forest

— Officers of the Indian Forest Ser- 
vice appointed on Ihe basis of Competitive Examination are 
governed by the AJ1 India Services (Death-cum-Rctirement 
Benefits) Rules, 1958. 

APPENDIX TV 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 

(Vide Rule 22) 

(These regulations are published for the convenience of 
candidates and in order to enable them to ascertain the pro- 
bability of their coming up to the required physical standard. 
The regulations are also intended to provide guidelines # to 
the medical examiners and a candidate who does not satisfy 
the minimum requirements prescribed in the regulations can- 
not be declared fit bv the medical examiners. However, while 
holding that a candidate Is not fit according to the norms laid 
down in these regulations, it would be permissible for a Medi- 
cal Board to recommend to the Government of India for 
reasons sneoificafllv recorded in writing that he may be 
Admitted to service without disadvantage to Government. It 
should, however, be clearly understood that the Government 
of India reserve to themselves, absolute discretion to reiect or 
nccent anv candidate after considering the renort of the Medi- 
cal Board. For the disabled ex-Defence Services personnel 
the standards will be relaxed consistent with the requirements 
of the Service), 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
he- in Rood menial and bodilv health and free from anv 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient perfor- 
mance of the duties of his appointment. 

2 Walking test. — The candidates will he required to 
nualifv in walking test of 25 Kilometers to be completed in 
4 hours, The arran cement for conducting this test will be 
made by the Inspector General of Forests, Government of 
Tndia so as to synchronise with the sittings of the Medical

3, (a) In the matter of the correlation of age, height and 
chest girth of candidates of Indian, (including Anglo-Indian) 
race it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correla- 
tion figures are considered most suitable as a guide in the 
examination of the candidates.

The minimum height prescribed is relaxable in Case of 
candidates belonging to races such as Gorkhas, Garwalis, 
Assamese, Nagaland Tribal s, etc., whose average height Is 
distinctly lower. 


4. The candidates height will be measured as follows : — 

He will remove his shoes and be placed against the 
standard with his feet together and the weight 
thrown on the heels and not on the toes or other 
sides of the feet. He will stand erect without 
rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks and 
shoulders touching the standard; the chin will be 
depressed to bring the vertex of the head level under 
the horizontal bar and the height will be recorded 
in centimetres and parts of a centimetre to halves, 

5. The candidate’s chest will be measured as follows ; — 

He will be made to stand erect with his feet together 
and to raise his arms over his head. The tape will 
be so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge 
touches the inferior angles of the shoulder blades 
behind and lie in the same horizontal plane when 
the tape is taken round the chest. The arms will 
then be lowered to hang looselv by the side and 
care will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown 
upwards or backwards so as to displace the tape. 
The candidate will then be directed to take a deep 
inspiration several times and the maximum expan- 
sion of the chest will be carefully noted and the 
minimum and maximum will then be recorded In 
centimetres 84-R9. 86-93.5 etc. In recording the 
measurements franctions of less than half centimetre 
should not be noted. 


N.B. — The height and chest of the candidate should be 
measured twice before coming to a final decision. 

6 The candidate will also be weighed and his weight 
recorded in kilograms; fractions of half a kilogram should 
not be noted. 

7 The candidates eve-si uht will be tested in accordance 
with the following rules. The result of each test will be 
recorded : — 


(i) General. — The candidate’s eyes will be submitted to 
a general examination directed to the detection or 
any disease or abnormality. The candidate will 
be rejected if he suffers from any squint or morbid 
conditions of eyes, eye-lids or contiguous structure 
of such a sort as to render, or likely at a future 
date to render him unfit for service. 

(\\) Visual Acuity. The examination for determining 
the acuteness of vision includes two tests, one for 
distant, the other for near vision. Each eye will be 
examined separately.

N.H . — As a gene'rail rule any systolic pressure over ,140 
■n tn and diastolic ovct 9Q mm should be regarded ns %uspi- 
cious and the candidate should be hospitalised by the Board 
betore giving their final opinion regarding the candidate's 
fitness or otherwise.

(iii) Satisfactory colour vision constitutes recognition with 
ease and without hesitation of signal red, signal green and 
white colours. Tho use of Ishihara’s platei shown, in good 
light and suitable lantern like Edrige GreenTsI shall be con- 
sidered quite dependable for testing colour vision. While 
cither of the two tests mav ordinarily be considered suffi- 
cient, in respect Of the services concerned with road rail and 
air traffic, it is essential to carry out the lantern test.

— Trachoma, unless complicated, shall not 
ordinarily b c u cause for disqualification.

If, however, 
Government arc satisfied on the evidence produced before 
them of the possibility of an error of judgement in the deci- 
sion of the first Board, it is open to Government to allow an 
appeal to a Second Board, Such evidence should be sub- 
mitted within one month of the date of the communication 
in which the decision of the first Medical Board is com- 
municated to the candidate, otherwise no request for an appeal 
to a second Medical Board will be considered. 

If any medical certificate is produced by a candidate as a 
piece of evidence about the possibility of an error of judge- 
ment ini the decision of the first Board, the certificate will npt 
be taken into consideration unless it contains a note by the 
medical practitioner concerned to the effect that it has been 
givtm in full knowledge of the fact that the candidate has 
already been ’rejected as unlit foir service by the Medical 
Board. 


Medical Board's Report 

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner : — 

j. The standard of physical fitness to be adopted should 
make due allowance for the age and length of service, if any, 
of the candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
Public Service who shall no t satisfy Government, or 
the appointing authority, as the case may be that he 
has no disease, constitutional affection, or bodily 
infirmity unfitting him, or likely to unfit him for that 
sendee. 

It should be understood that the question of fitness in- 
volves the future as well as the present and that one 
of the maim objects of medical examination is to 
secure continuous effective service and in the case 
of candidates for permanent appointment to prevent 
early pension or payment in case of premature 
dccfib. Jt is at the same time to be noted that the 
question is one of the likelihood of continuous effec- 
tive service, and that rejection of a candidate need 
not be advised on account of tha presence of a 
defect which in only a small proportion of cases D 
found to interfere with continuous effective service, 
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A lady doctor will be co-opted as a member of the Medi- 
al Board whenever a woman candidate is to be 
examined.

In case where a candidate is declared unfit for appoint- 
ment in the Government Service the grounds for 
rejection may be communicated to the candidate in 
broad terms without giving minute details regarding 
the defects pointed out bv the Medical Board. 

Jn cases where a Medical Board considers that a minor 
disability disqualifying a candidate for Government 
service can be cured by treatment (medical or surgi- 
cal) a statement to that effect should be recorded 
by the Medical Board.

“3. Applicability ; The Scheme is applicable to industrial 
units in selected districts/ areas’ as defined herein."’ 

“4. Definitions : (a) ‘Industrial unit 1 means any industrial 
undertaking i*nd suitable servicing unit, other than that run 
departmental^ by Government; 

(b) ‘new industrial unit’ means an industrial unit for the 
setting up of which effective steps were not taken prior to 1st 
October, 1970: — 

(c) ‘existing industrial unit’ means an industrial unit for 
the setting up of which effective steps were taken prior to 
1st October, 1970; 

1 d ) ‘substantial expansion 1 means increase in the value of 
fixed capital investment of an industrial unit by not less than 
25/o ior the purpose of expansion of capacity, modernisation, 
etc.; 

fc) ‘effective steps’ mean one or more of the following 
steps : 

(i) that 60% or more of the capital issued for the 
industrial unit has been paid up; 

(ii) that a substantial part of the factory building has 
been constructed; 

(iii) that a firm order has been placed for a substantial 
part of th c plant and machinery required for the 
industrial unit, 

(f) ‘fixed capital investment’ means investment in land, 
building and plant and machinery. 

Total fixed capital investment will be assessed as follows ; 

(1) Land: The actual price paid for the land to the 
extent needed for the purposes of the plant. Charges 
for thc leased land wifi not be taken into account. 

(2) Building: Same as in the case of land. Rent of a 
hired building will not be taken into account, 

(3) Plant and Machinery : 

(i) In calculating ihe value of plant and machinery, 
the cost of plant and machinery as elected at 
site will be taken into account which will 
include thc cost of productive equipment, such 
as tools, jigs, dies and moulds, transport charges, 
demurrage, insurance premium, etc,, will also 
be taken into account. 

(ii) The amount invested on $oods carriers to the 
extent they are actually utilised for transport of 
raw materials and marketing of the finished pro- 
ducts, will be taken into account. 

(iii) Working capital including raw materials and 
other consumable stores will be excluded for 
computing the value of plant and machinery. 

(g) 'selected districl/area’ means a district/ area selected 
by the Planning Commission in consultation with the Minis- 
tries concerned to qualify for the outright grant or subsidy 
and included iu the Schedule hereof, 

(h) ‘109k Central Outright Grant or Subsidy’ means one- 
tenth of the total fixed capital investment, or additional total 
fixed capital investment nrs the case may be, as assessed by the 
Committee referred to in paragraph 6, or a sum of Rs 5 
lakhs, whichever is Jess.” 

“7. Tn respect of a new industrial unit set up without assis- 
tance from the financial institutions or the State Government/ 
Union Territory Administration concerned, the 10% outright 
grant or subsidy will be disbursed to the unit by the State 
Gove mmenl/ Union Territory Administration concerned at 
the time the unit goes into production & thereafter claimed 
by the State Government /Union Territory Administration 
concerned from the Ministry of Industrial Development. 
Similarly, in respect of substantial expansion by an existing 
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industrial unit without assistance from the financial institu-

Tn such cases, the contract to be drawn 
up between the State Government/ Union Territory Adminis- 
tration and Lhe unit concerned, may cover mortgage/ pledge/ 
hypothecation of the assets up to the amount of loans to be 
advanced by th e State Govcrnment/Union Territory Adminis- 
tration concerned and the 10% grant of subsidy.

L Fxtent of the Act 

The Act extents to the whole of India. 

The Act does not Lake away the rights/beneflts of any 
workmen who by terms of any agreement or contract or 
Standing Orders are enjoying or can obtain or are entitled 
to more favourable conditions of ’service or from entering into 
such agreements etc., entitling them to more favourable bene- 
fits than provided under the Act, 

II. To whom the Act applies 

The Act applies to every establishment in which 20 or more 
workmen are employed or were employed on any day of the 
preceding 12 months as Contract Labour and to every con- 
tractor who employs or who employed on any day of the 
preceding 12 months, 20 or mor c workmen. 

The establishments in which intermittent or casual work 
is performed do not come within the purview of the Act. 
Howevc.r, an establishment wherein work is performed for 
120 days or more in th e preceding 12 months or more than 
60 days in a year on work of a seasonal character will not be 
deemed as carrying out the work of intermittent nature. 

III, Definitions 

(i) Appropriate Government means :—~

ta) any establishment pertaining to any industry carried 
on by or under the authority of the Central Govern- 
ment,

(vi) "WorLnuur : Any person employed in or in con- 
nection with the work of any establishment to do 
any skilled, semiskilled or tin-skilled manual, super- 
visory, technical or clerical work for hire or reward, 
whether the terms of employment be express or 
implied, 

A person employed mainly in a managerial or administra- 
tive capacity or employed in supervisory capacity and is draw- 
ing wages exceeding Rs. 500/- per month or exercising func- 
tions mainly of il managerial naUire and an out-worker who 
performs any work on behalf of the principal employer in 
premises which are not under the control and management 
of the principal employer, will not be deemed as ^ workman 
within the purview of the Act.

ment Officers (Central) and Junior Labour Inspectors, have 
been appointed as Inspectors. 

V. Advisory Board 

'I he appropriate Government shall constitute the Advisory 
Board to advise the Government on matters connected with 
the administration of the Act. 

VJ. Registration 

Every principal employer of an establishment has to obtain 
a certificate of registration for his establishment, from the 
Registering Officer of the area in which his establishment is 
located, within the prescribed period fixed by the appropriate 
Government, on payment of the fees specified for the pur- 
pose. The certificate of registrations can be revoked with 
previous approval of the appropriate Government jf it is 
found that the certificate has been obtained by misrepresenta- 
tion or suppression of any material fact or if the registration 
has become useless or ineffective. 

VII, Effect of non-registration 

No principal employer of an establishment can employ 
contract labour if his’ establishment has not been registered 
within the period specified bv the appropriate Government 
or after revolution of his registration. 

Vllt. Prohibition of employment of contract labour 

The appropriate Government may after consultation with 
lh c Central Advisory Board or the State Advisory Board as 
the case may be prohibit by notification in the official Gazette 
employment of contract labour in any process, operation or 


other work in any establishment, Before issuing such noti- 
fication the appropriate Government shall examine the condi- 
tions of work and benefits provided for the contract labour 
in that establishment and other relevant factors. 

IX. Licensing of Contractors 

1. With effect from such date as notified by the appro- 
priate Government, no contractor to whom this Act applies 
^hall undertake or execute any work through contract labour 
except under and in accordance with a licence issued in that 
behalf by the Licensing Officer. 

2. Fvcry contractor to whom the Act applies has to oht ain 
a licence from the Licensing Officer of the area in which the 
establishment is located, within the period fixed by the appro- 
priate Government by depositing Rs, 30/- per worker and on 
payment of the prescribed fee. The certificate of licence inter - 
alia contains the following information : 

(1) that licence shall hc non-transferablc. 

(2) that the maximum number of workmen that can be 
employed as contract labour in that establishment 
along with other particulars such as rates of wages pay- 
able, hours of work and other service conditions of the 
workmen. 

O) that in an establishment where 20 or more workmen 
arc ordinarily employed as contract labour the contra- 
ctor shall provide 2 rooms of reasonable dimensions 
for use as creches and supply toys, games, beddings and 
cots for the use of their children. 

The license is valid for 12 months and on payment of pre- 
scribed fees it can be renewed and an application for renewal of 
licence should be made not less than thirty days before the date 
on which the licence issued expires. A licence can be revoked m 
it has been obtained through misrepresentation, etc., or if 
the licensee has failed to comply with the conditions of the 
licence. An appeal can he filled on such orders by the aggrieved 
party within 30 days of the order. 

X. H'eijavc and health of contract labour 

It is the responsibility of the contractor to provide canteen, 
rest shelter, drinking ’water, latrines, urinals, washing facilities 
and first-aid boxes on the following scales, within the pres- 
cribed time limit shown against each of the welfare-health ameni- 
ties : —

If the contractor fails to provide the above amenities within 
the time limit prescribed, then such amenities shall be provid- 
ed by the principal employer within 60 days in the case of 
canteen, 15 days in the case of rest room, 7 days in respect of 
supply of drinking water, provision of latrines and urinals, 
washing and first-aid facilities of the expiry of the period dur- 
ing which time the contractor was required to provide them. 

XL Payment of Wages 

(i) The contractor shall fix wage periods, not exceeding 
one month, in respect of which wages shall be paid. 

(ii) Wages are to be paid before the expiry of the 7th day 
after the last day of the wage period concerned in an estab- 
lishment where less than one thousand persons are employed 
and before the expiry of the tenth day where one thousand or 
more persons are employed. 

(in) On termination of employment of a worker due wages 
shall be paid to him before the expiry of second working day 
from the day of termination of his employment. 

(iv) All payments will be made to workers directly or 
through other persons authorised by the workers for the pur- 
pose. the wages being paid in current coin or currency or in 
both and on a working day at the work premises during work- 
ing hours on dates notified in advance. 

(v) If the work is completed before the expiry of the wage 
period, final payment shall be made within 48 hours of the 
last working day. 

(vi) The wages shall be paid to workers without any deduc- 
tion except those authorised under the Payment of Wages 
Act, 1936, 


(vii) Payment of wages will be made in the presence of an 
authorised representative of the principal employer at the 
place and time notified for the purpose. 

XII. Registers and Records 

(i) The principal employer shall maintain a register of con- 
tracts. 

(ii) Every contractor shall maintain a register of persons 
employed by him and also issue an employment card to each 
worker within three days of his employment. On termination 
of employment, the contractor shall issue to the workmen a 
service certificate. 

(hi) The contractor shall maintain the following registers in 
English or in Hindi : — 

(a) Muster Roll : 

(b) Register of Wages; 

(c) Register of Deduction^ 

(d) Register of Overtime; 

(e) Register of fines; 

(f) Register of advances. 

(iv) Every contractor shall display an abstract of the Act 
and rules in English and Hindi and in the language spoken by 
the maiori'ty of workers. 

( v ) All registers and other records shall be preserved in 
original for a period of three calendar years from the date of 
last entry therein. The registers and records maintained under 
the Act or rules shall be produced on demand before the Ins- 
pector or any other authority under the Act or any person 
authorised in that behalf by the Government. 

XIII. Notices 

Notices showing the rates of wages, hours of work wage 
periods, date of payment of wages, names and addresses of 
the Inspectors having jurisdiction, and date of payment of 
unpaid wages, shall be displayed in English and in Hindi and 
in the local language understood by the majority of the 
workers. 

XIV. Returns : 

Every contractor shall send half-yearly return in Form 
XXIV (in duplicate) to the Licensing Officer and every 
Principal Employer shall send annual return in Form XXV 
(in duplicate) to the Registering Officer. 

Note : Half year means a period of 6 months from 1st 
January to 1st July of every year. 

The half-yearly return is to be sent not later than 30 days 
after the close of the half year and the annual return not 
later than 15th February following the end of the year to 
which it relates. 

XV. Powers 

The Board, Committee, Chief Labour Commissioner (Cen- 
tral) or the Inspector or any other authority under the Act 
shall have powers to call for any information or statistic in 
relation to contract labour from any principal employer or 
contractor at any time by an order in writing. 

XVI. Penalties for offences 

(i) Any person who obstructs an Inspector in discharge 
of his duties or refuses or willfully neglects to afford the 
inspector any reasonable facility for making any inspection, 
examination, inquiry or investigation under the Act, shall be 
punishable with imprisonment up to a period of three months 
or with fine which may extend up to five hundred rupees or 
with both. The same punishment will be applicable to any 
person who willfully refuses to produce any required docu- 
ment or any register kept under this Act or prevents or 
attempts to prevent or does any thing which the Inspector 
has reason to believe is likely to prevent any person appearing 
before or being examined by him. 

(ii) Any person who contravenes any provisions of this 
Act or rule;* prohibiting, restricting or regulating the employ- 
ment of contract labour or contravenes any condition of a 
licence granted under this Act, shall be punishable with 
imprisonment up to a period of three months or with fine of 
one thousand rupees or with both, and in the case of a con- 
tinuing contravention with an additional fine of Rupees one 
hundred for every day during which such contravention com 
tinues after conviction for the first contravention. 
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( i i j ) Every person who contravenes any of the provisions 
oCtiie Act or rules for which no other penalLy is elsewhere 
pi^vided, shall be punishable with imprisonment up to throe 
months or with fin© of one thousand rupees or with both. 

XVII. Offences by companies 

If the person committing an offence under this Act and 
Rules is a company, the company as well as every person 
tneharge of an responsible to the Company for the conduct 
of its business shall be liable for the proceedings under the 
Act and the Rules. 

XVII! Powers of Inspectors 

An Inspector under the Act may — 

(a) enter, at all reasonable hours, with such assistance 
as necessary any premises or place where a contract 
labour is employed, for the purpose of examination 
of any register of record or notices required to be 
kept or exhibited by or under this Act or Rules

ib) examine, any person whom he finds in any such pre 
miscs or place and who, he has reasonable cause to 
believe, is a workman employed therein; 

( c ) require any person giving out work and any work 
man, to give any information which is in his power 
to give with respect to the names and addresses of 
the persons to. Cor and from whom the work is 
given out or received and with respect to the Pay- 
ments* made for the work; 

(d) seize or take copies of such documents or notices, 
etc., which he may consider relevant in respect of 
an offence under this Act; 

(e) exercise such other powers as may be prescribed bv 
the Government 
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
